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Author’s Introduction 


The increasing use of the Psalter in the liturgy makes it desirable 
that there be musical settings which can be easily used by any 
congregation. Anglican chant, plainsong, and the Gelineau method 
all require an attention to phrasing which is quite different from the 
set relationship between words and music of the usual hymn or 
secular song. The metrical method, on the other hand, fits the 
psalms to simple and, in most cases, familiar melodies. Most 
metrical psalms can be easily sung the first time they are presented. 

Although there are metrical psalters in existence, most of them date 
back two or three centuries. Their language is often dated and the 
rhymes quaint or amusing to the modern ear. 

A New Metrical Psalter is designed to meet the liturgical needs of 
the contemporary congregation. The following principles have been 
observed. 

1 . Prayer Book language takes precedence 

In any paraphrase there is a choice to be made between faithfulness 
to the original and the natural imagery and style of the second 
language. Many of the great English-language hymns are psalm 
paraphrases which leave the original rather far behind. 

People are seldom aware when singing “O God, our help in ages 
past” or “O worship the King, all glorious above” that these are 
based on psalms. The phrase “Thy cross before to guide me” in a 
familiar paraphrase of Psalm 23 is hardly warranted by the 
original. 

The point of using the psalms in the liturgy is to let the words of the 
Bible be heard as clearly as possible through whatever translation 
or paraphrase may be used. Therefore A New Metrical Psalter 
attempts to follow as closely as possible the original texts as they 
are presented in the Book of Common Prayer , 1979. The language 
of the Prayer Book Psalter takes precedence over all other 
considerations except that of meter. 

Conversely, the attempt to hew close to the original texts can

produce very awkward English. The old metrical psalters often 
abandoned all respect for normal English usage in their effort to 
stay close to the Biblical language. Such inverted sentences as “The 
King of love my shepherd is” and “The Lord’s my Shepherd, I’ll not 
want, He makes me down to lie” have become so familiar, indeed 
acquired a certain charm, that we overlook the awkwardness of the 
construction. In less familiar psalms such awkwardness is less easily 
overlooked. Normal English word order and phrasing have been 
given a high priority. 

As in the Prayer Book Psalter, old English forms and the use of 
“man” as an inclusive reference (except in the Rite I Invitatories 
and Canticles) have been avoided. 

2 . Psalm portions are provided in accordance with the Lectionary 

Ail psalms used in the Book of Common Prayer , 1979, Eucharistic 
Lectionary for Sundays and Holy Days have been provided as well 
as those suggested for the Easter Vigil, Baptism, Marriage, and 
Burial. The Canticles and Invitatories for Morning and Evening 
Prayer are also included in versions for both Rite I and Rite II. 

Where the Lectionary provides a choice between a longer and a 
shorter portion, the shorter selection has always been chosen. 
Psalms in liturgy have a double role: they provide teaching, though 
usually as a meditation on other readings, and they provide 
thematic transitions from one part of the service to the next. Thus 
the psalm should be only long enough to serve its purpose. It should 
never impede the action of the liturgy or draw attention to itself. 
Four or five stanzas seems an appropriate length for most purposes 
and most of the psalms set out here consist of four stanzas or fewer. 
Since different portions of the same psalm are often suggested for 
different occasions, it is still possible to use the whole psalm in 
many cases by using consecutive selections. Where the Lectionary 
calls for various portions of the same psalm on different occasions 
(e.g., Psalm 96:1-10, Psalm 96:1-9, Psalm 96:1-7, Psalm 96:1-4, 

11 -12.) each is provided separately. 

3 . All psalms have been provided in standard meters 

In order to keep the music simple and unobtrusive, the standard 
meters called “Short Meter,” “Common Meter,” and “Long 
Meter,” have been used for all psalms. In a few cases, a psalm 
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portion is provided in two different meters to make a wider choice 
of tunes available. 

4 . Suggested tunes 

Hymn numbers have not been provided since some tunes are 
offered by the Hymnal 1982 in more than one version. Suggested 
tunes are not meant to limit selection since the great value of a 
metrical psalter is its flexibility. Congregations can use the tunes 
familiar to them. Nonetheless, most of the metrical tunes in the 
Hymnal 1982., have been suggested in the hope that congregations 
may explore some new settings. 

Franz Rosensweig once wrote that, "‘Every translation is a 
messianic act, which brings salvation nearer.” A metrical version of 
the Psalter may not be a “translation” in the strict sense, but it does 
offer new words and music with which God’s word may be sung by 
more people. At the least, such a fuller use of psalmody should lead 
to a deeper understanding of the meaning of redemption as we 
respond to it in worship.

Foreword 


The Psalter in its original form is a collection of Hebrew hymns , 
meant to be sung, not said, as is clearly indicated by the mention of 
musical instruments (Ps. 92.3; 108:2; 150:3-5) and, in the titles 
(omitted in the Book of Common Prayer ), of melodies (Ps. 59; 69; 
75) and choirs (Ps. 42; 87). And, inasmuch as they were hymns, 
they were also poems , written in Hebrew meters and with the use of 
occasional rhymes, alliteration and other devices that are almost 
impossible to reproduce in English. The nearest approximation to 
the original use of the psalms is achieved when they are sung to 
Gregorian or Anglican chants, but this is rarely done in the 
American Church except in cathedrals and religious or academic 
communities. As a result, the average Episcopalian is familiar with 
the psalms only as fragments of prose scripture, recited by people 
and leader in a kind of spoken monotone. What is lost in this way 
can be measured by thinking of the effect it would have if the 
hymns of the Hymnal were replaced by prose paraphrases, recited 
in similar fashion. 

The once widely used device of the metrical paraphrase is an 
attempt to bridge the gap in literary conventions between the 
ancient Hebrew world and the modern English-speaking world. 

The tradition of the metrical paraphrase is an ancient and 
honorable one, going back to Sternhold and Hopkins (1562), and 
Tate and Brady (1698). The latter of these was in almost universal 
use in the Church down to the early 19th century. There is no doubt 
a certain loss involved in the process of thus translating the largely 
irregular structures and rough-hewn rhythms of the original 
Hebrew into the light, extremely regular measures and invariable 
patterns of English poetry, and some awkwardness and verbal 
infelicity is bound to result. But the gain is also great, since the 
psalms become not only recognizable as poems, but are 
immediately singable—and that by the u boy that driveth the 
plough” or the most unskilled of congregations. 

The task of rendering the psalms into even tolerable English verse is 
one that requires considerable expertise, literary sensitivity and, 
above all, persistence. Christopher Webber has certainly shown 
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that he has these qualities. It would be faint praise to compare his 
present effort with that of Tate and Brady, which, despite its 
one-time popularity, was decidedly pedestrian. Even they, however, 
managed to produce “As pants the heart for cooling streams” and 
two or three others that are still included in standard hymnals. 
Better examples are Milton’s “Let us, with a gladsome mind” and 
H. F. Lyte’s “Praise my soul the king of heaven.” It is possible that 
one day some of the paraphrases in the present collection will take 
their place in that goodly company. 

This book should not be regarded in any way as a permanent 
substitute for the regular Prayer Book Psalter, but as a tool for 
helping worshipers understand and appreciate it. The manner and 
optimum frequency of its use will have to be determined 
experimentally. What can be said with conviction is that both the 
idea and execution of the project are admirable. It deserves to be 
widely used.

Preface 


“If any be afflicted let him pray, and if any (would) be merye, let him 
sing Psalmes.” 

This cheerful admonition is found in the introduction to a mid- 
16th-century book of “One and fiftie Psalmes of David in English 
metre, whereof .37. were made by Thomas Sternholde: and the rest 
by others.” 

The Psalms are songs which were first sung in the Temple and, 
later, in Christian communities. (Reading them is a comparatively 
recent practice.) The inclusion of Psalmody in the Eucharist in the 
Episcopal Book of Common Prayer , 1979 has led to a renewal of 
this ancient practice of psalm singing. 

In the early years of Christian worship the eight psalm tones were 
developed, some of which certainly derived from chants of the 
Temple. With their variety of endings, these psalm tones provided a 
rich body of melody and an expressive vehicle for the declamation 
of the Psalter. The language was Latin and the music was, to use the 
words of William Byrd many years later, “framed to the life of the 
words.” At the Reformation, use of the vernacular in worship 
prompted adaptation of the melodies to English words. The 
problems in doing so were not insurmountable and plainsong in 
English is widely used today. During the 18th century what is 
known as Anglican Chant was developed and that too is in wide use 
today in addition to plainsong. 

Shortly after the Reformation the psalms began to be translated 
into various metres which were wedded to metrical hymn tunes and 
this style of singing became well known throughout Europe. Some 
followed closely the original Hebrew verses while others became 
free paraphrases. Many glorious tunes were composed for specific 
texts and often took their names from the psalms to which they 
were to be sung. Martin Luther’s translation and musical setting of 
Psalm 4 6 (“A mighty fortress is our God”) is perhaps the most 
widely known today of these metrical psalms and a number of 
others have been in hymnals for generations. 



When the Episcopal Church was established in this country, 
metrical psalmody was the basis of the hymnody. At the 
Philadelphia Convention of 1785 the Church authorized a version 
of the Book of Common Prayer which included eighty-four 
metrical psalms from Tate and Brady’s New Version of the Psalms 
of David. In 1789 the whole of Tate and Brady’s New Version was 
included along with a few other hymns. In the ensuing years more 
and more hymns were added and a hymnal, selected from the Book 
of Common Prayer, was authorized in 1871. These hymns included 
some metrical psalms but by no means the whole Psalter. 

There is no question that the singing of the psalms in the Prayer 
Book translation to either Plainsong or Anglican chant is the 
preferred way to use the Psalter. Such singing demands confident 
leadership by a strong choir. In communities where such leadership 
is not available, however, the easy-to-sing metrical settings make 
these wonderful songs immediately available to congregations 
through association with well-known tunes. But it is not only in 
small communities where metrical psalms have a role to play. One 
of the strengths of new translations of psalms and indeed of new 
tunes to familiar texts is to invite us to think again about the 
meaning of those texts. In communities with strong musical 
leadership it can be healthy and exciting to vary the method of 
singing psalms—Plainsong, Anglican Chant and metrical settings 
can be used seasonally or with other variations to enrich the 
experience of liturgical worship by the splendid variety of musical 
material which is available to us. To such an end this book is a 
valuable addition.
